Northwestern university, is a modest

By one powerful swing of 


aia good right leg he smashed all previ- 
ous recoids in drop kicking a goal from 
the field End in long distance drop kick- 
ing. The goal was from the sixty-yard 
line. When he dropped the oval it 
struck the line which marked the sixty 
yard line, and on the rise his toe sent it 
sailing over more than half the length of 
*he field and high above the center of 
;he cross bar. Never did a pigskin go 
;ruer in its course between the uprights, 
[t struck the ground ten yards behind 
the goal line, recording a long distance 
drop kick of 210 feet. 


Football veterans who looked on were 


unazed at the temerity of the "kangaroo 
ticker" in attempting such a seemingly 
impossible feat. They were bewildered 
at the result. Spectators, experts and 
even the players of both teams on the 
jridiron were dazed for a moment by 
;he wonderful performance. The hero 
of the incident, who by that single act 
las immortalized himself in' the annals 
of football, was the calmest and most 
collected man on Sheppard 
field. 
He 


did not even evince surprise at the suc- 
cess of the kick. As soon as Referee 
Wrenn announced a goal Captain O'Dea 
called to his men and huaried them to 
his end of the field ready for the kick 
off. 


The records of goals from the h'eld, 


iither in games or in practice, do not 
equal the phenomenal performance of 
O'Dea. 
In distonce drop kicking this 


same performance of 210 feet

passes previous records. 
The "best 


recorded distance was 172 feet 8 inches, 
made by F. Hardgrave. Queen's Park, 
Brisbane, Australia, October, 1882.

cie payments by Russia in gold, tlio 
reorganization of the monetary sys- 
tem of Japan with gold as the stand- 
ard, and the refusal of the government 
of India to co-opei'ate with the gov- 
ernments of the United States 
and 


France in an effort to establish bi- 
metallism by international agreement. 


"The gold coinage of the world in 


1S97 was the largest recorded, amount- 
ing in value to $437,719,342, 
against 


$195,899,517 in 1896. 
Of the 
former 


sum $146,622,194 was recoinage, and 
approximately $291,097,148 a net addi- 
tion to the stock of gold coins." 


The estimated Increased gold produc- 


tion for 1898 is given at 
$45,687,000, 


•which, added to the figures of 1897, 
•would indicate a world's product in 
1898 
of -$283,192,800, if the remaining 


countries in their aggregate are un- 
changed. The product of 1891, $130,- 
000,000, will be more than 
doubled, 


and the combined value of the gold 
and silver product ten years ago ex- 
ceeded by gold alone.
